Examiner's Amendment

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-7 and 9-26 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The limitations that are primarily responsible for distinguishing the claims of this 
application over the prior art are the limitations concerning the radiation element is 
generally planar and the reflector is U shaped and comprises a generally planar surface 
parallel to the radiation element and wherein the distance between the generally planar 
surface of the reflector and the radiation element is a maximum of one-thirteenth of a 
wavelength for a signal in the AMPS band. 
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Proper motivation was not found in the prior art to combine references disclosing 
these limitations with the references disclosing the other limitations recited in the claims 
of this application.
